Stewart clarificó que la carta constituía una declaración 
personal y no tenía relación con la compañía Martha Stewart 
Living Omnimedia, donde ocupó hasta el miércoles los cargos 
de presidenta del consejo y directora ejecutiva. A partir de ahora 
seguirá como directora creativa. 

La empresaria ha sido acusada de obstrucción a la justicia 
y de fraude en operaciones bursátiles, entre otros delitos, en 
relación a la venta, a finales del 2001, de un paquete de acciones 
que poseía de la compañía farmacéutica ImClone Systems. 

“Confío en que seré absuelta de esos cargos sin base, pero

Last week, at the invitation of the 
Tropicana Defense Committee, several 
Mexican government officials made their 
way to San Jose. The gu als of the delega- 
tion were to establish contact with the Mex1- 
can nationals living in this area, bring atten- 
tion to the issues confronting immigrants, 
and lend moral support to the owners and 
merchants of the Tropicana. Their mission 
of goodwill was best characterized by one 
member’s comment, “Everyone in Mexico 
is concerned about Mexicans (here).” 

One of the delegates, Senator Martha 
Tamayo of the PRI Party, expressed the de- 
sire to start a dialogue at the lower levels of 
each government in an effort to bring about 
changes in immigration policy. 


Prior to September 11th, immigration 
policy reform was being discussed at the 
highest levels of both governments. After 9- 
11, preventing future terrorist attacks under- 
standably became the overriding concern of 
U.S. policymakers. 

Senator Tamayo believes that its time 
to resume the dialogue. She argues that un- 
der the NAFTA agreement, there is free trade 
of goods between nations, so why can’t there 
be free movement among the people? 

The representatives stated that the ma- 
jority of Mexican legislators and senators 
hold the view that the U.S. Congress is de- 
liberately holding up immigration policy re- 
form in an effort to secure increased access 
to Mexican oil. One member was emphatic 
in stating that the Mexican government 


would never ease its restrictions on foreign 
access to Mexican oil assets. 

Senator Tamayo also advanced the 
proposition that the United States should 
provide development funds to Mexico to 
help alleviate some of the economic dispat- 
ity that exists between the two nations. She 
cited the European Union as an example of 
richer nations investing in the poorer ones 
in an effort to produce more robust future 
trading partners. When asked if the United 
States should be obliged to bring Mexico up 
to a level of economic parity, she said no, 
but that some level of development assis- 
tance is warranted.

Aumento dramático en presencia 
de agentes de Patrulla Fronteriza 


El Paso (Texas), (EFE).- Las 
autoridades de Aduanas y Segu- 
ridad Fronteriza de Estados Unidos 
anunciaron un incremento consi- 
derable en la presencia de agentes 
de la Patrulla Fronteriza en los co- 
rredores desérticos de la frontera 
suroeste del país. 

Este aumento de vigilancia, 
que denominan “Operación Guar- 
dian del Desierto”. es parte de uni 
campaña destinada a disminutr las 
muertes de inmigrantes en la fron- 
tera suroeste del país, dijo el martes 
en conferencia el Comisionado de 
Aduanas y Seguridad Fronteriza. 
Robert C. Bonner 

“La pérdida de vidas a lo largo 
de la frontera en el corredor de- 
sértico del suroeste es deplorable 
e inaceptable”. dijo Bonner en un 
evento en Tucson, Arizona al que 
asistió el representante del De- 
partamento de Población, Migra- 
ción y Asuntos Religiosos de Me- 
xico, el doctor Javier Moctezuma. 

Booner señaló que la opera- 
ción que será implementada en 
forma indefinida, disminuirá el 
paso de indocumentados y en 
consecuencia las muertes en el 
desierto, en especial el de Arizona, 
que se extiende desde Sonora, 
México. así como en corredores 
desérticos de Nuevo México. que 
pertenecen al sector de El Paso, 
Texas. 

Estadísticas de la dependencia 
revelaron que el pasado año fiscal 
murieron cerca de 100 personas en 
el área desértica de Arizona. al 
intentar su paso indocumentado a 
Estados Unidos. 

Booner explicó que el corredor 
desértico al suroeste de la frontera 
consiste en montañas inhóspitas y 
áreas planas interminables que no 
cuentan con agua o sombras en 
donde protegerse de los elementos 
naturales, y las temperaturas en esa 
zona alcanzan los 110 grados 
Farenheit (43'3 grados Celcius) du- 
rante el día. 

Más agentes y recursos al 
desierto 

Booner especificó que la Pa- 
trulla Fronteriza dirigirá a más de 
150 agentes de la dependencia al 
desierto de Arizona, adicionales a 
los que ya apoyan en el área. 

Entre el personal que llegará a 
la zona se cuentan miembros del 
la Unidad Táctica (BORSTAR) de 
la agencia federal, especializado en 
técnicas de rescate, además de dos 
pilotos, dos mecánicos y dos 
aeronaves de vigilancia. 

Serán además destinados re- 
cursos como vehículos para bús- 
queda y rescate, una nueva unidad 
de vigilancia a caballo, y serán 
adquiridos 150 equipos de atención 
para problemas derivados de tem- 
peraturas extremas. 

Serán establecidos además 
puestos de vigilancia al interior del 
desierto y sensores que activados 
provocaran la salida de una aero- 
nave equipada con equipo de res- 
cate médico. 

Booner señaló que esta cam- 
paña por salvar vidas es apoyada 
por las autoridades mexicanas que 
apoyan en prevención, búsqueda y 
rescate, identificación de víctimas 
y seguimiento de casos particu- 
lares.

Los relatos fueron presen- 
tados con el objetivo de mostrar 
las caras e historias personales de 
quienes afirman que ciertas me- 
didas policiales creadas para 
combatir el terrorismo han llevado 
al maltrato de miles de inmigran 
tes sin mejorar la seguridad na 
cional. 

En particular los presentes 
eriticaron las acciones del De- 
partamento de Justicia, entidad 
que bajo la dirección de John Ash- 
croft, estuvo a cargo de los es 
fuerzos antiterroristas del desa- 
parecido Servicio de Inmigración 
(INS) y la Oficina Federal de In- 
vestigaciones (FBI). 

“El Departamento de Justicia 
no hizo diferencia entre su per- 
secución de sospechosos de te- 
rrorismo y personas que se encon- 
traron en el camino con violacio- 
nes migratorias menores”, afirmó 
el Senador de Massachusetts. Ed- 
ward Kennedy. 

“Yo siempre he creído que la 
Constitución y la Carta de De- 
rechos se extienden a todas las 
personas que están en este país.

At least 16 
killed in 
suicide bomb 
attack on bus

Moscow, (EFE).- At least 16 
people were killed Thursday when 
a female suicide bomber blew her 
sell up alongside a bus carrying 
Russian servicemen in the repub 
hic of North Ossetia. in Russtan 
Caucasus, the military said.
